There are many paſſages of this fool- 


prophet's life and ſayings tranſmitted by 
tradition, from fathers in this county: As, 
that when ke lived with a farmer, before 
he was taken into Mr. Chelmondley's family, 
he goared an ox fo terribly. that one of the 
ploughmen threatened to beat him for 
_ abuſing his maſter's beaſt, Nixen faid, 
my maſter's beaſt will not be his three days. 


A life in an eſtate dropping in that time, 
the lord of the manor took the ſame ox as 


an heriot. I his account as whimſical and 
romantic as it is, was told to lady Cowper, 
in the year 1670, by Dr. Patrick late biſhop 
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of Ely, then chaplain to Sir Walter Jöt. 
-Febn: and that lady had the following par- 


ticulars relating to this prophecy, and the 


fulfilling many parts of it, from Mrs. 
Chute, ſiſter to Mrs. Cho!/mondley: who ak- 
' firmed, That multitudes of people gather- 
ing together to ſee the raven before men- 

tioned, the bird was affrighted from her 
young; that ſhe herſelf was one; and the 


cry among the people was, Nixen's pro- 


phecy is come to pafs, we ſhall have a fo- 
reign king. She declared, that ſhe read 
over the prophecy many times when her 
| ſiſter was with child of the heir who now 
enjoys the eſtate. She particularly remem- 
bered that King James II. was there plain- 
ly pointed at, and that it was fortold he 
ſhould endeavour to ſubvert the laws and 
religion of th country; for which reaſon 
they ſhould riſe and turn him out. That 
the eagle which Nixon propheſied, percned 
in one of tke windows all the time her ſiſ- 
ter was in labour. She ſaid, it was the 
biggeſt bird ſhe ever ſaw; that it was in a 
deep ſnow ; that it perched on the edge of 
a bow-window which had a large border 
on;the outſide ; that ſhe and many others 
opened the window to ſcare it away, but it 
would not ;move til! Mrs. Cho/mondly was 
delivered, after which it took flight to a
